Teachers Get 
$250 Pay Boost 


A $250 “across the board” pay 
increase was granted to Menlo 
Park Elementary School District 
teachers Monday night by district 
trustees. The raise will take effect 
at the beginning of the 1953-54 
school year. 

As a result, the lowest base 
pay for teachers here will be 
$3750, and the top salary will 
hit $5590. 

A report compiled by the teach- 
ers’ salary committee gave the fol- 
lowing arguments in favor of their 
raise: 

1. Proposition 2, which was ap- 
proved last November .by 73 per 
ceni of Menlo Park voters, indicat- 
ed that higher salaries for teach- 


ers was one of the aims of the bill. | 


2. Since teachers fall into a pro- 
fessional status, they felt their pay 
should do likewise, enabling them 
to participate in more community 
and cultural activities. 

3. Salary schedules of neighbor- 
ing school districts were, on the 
whole, slightly higher than that 
of Menlo Park’s. 

The salary committee had orig- 
inally requested an _ additional 
$500 a year from the school board, 
which would have brought the es- 
timated 1953-54 budget to $644,- 
751.. With an increase of $250 for 
each teacher, the new budget 
would probably fall between $622,- 
| 243 (estimate for $300 raise) and 
| $609,869 (estimate for $200 raise). 
| School district income for 
| following fiscal year is expected 
/to total approximately $624,000, 
|thus covering the teacher salary

Of the 11,073 in the Mealo 
Park and Las Lomitas school 
disivicts (Las Lomitas has about 
150 of this totalor 115 per cent) , 
about 6290 (the boundary lines 
of the enumerators were not 
exact for this purpose) resided 
in the limits of the citv as they 
stood on January 1, 1945. 

This was a gain of 99 per cent 
over the 1940 census. Of the sec- 
tions annexed in 1945 and suhse- 
quently, 1751 was in Stanford Vil- 
lage, 311 in Linfield Oaks, and 
ubout 2800 in West Menlo. All of 
these areas were substantially un- 
inhabited in 1940. 

The city manager calculated 
from these data the center of 
population of Menlo Park. It is 
in the administration building 
of Stanford Research Instituie 
in Stanford Village. 

I had estimated that our 1953 
census would show us a popula- 
tion of 23.000 instead of 22.003. I 
did not take into account the drop 
of 274 in the Veterans’ hospital 
and Stanford Village. 

I should have rea’s7ed also that 
the state’s allowance of 4325 for 
our North Palo Alto annexation in 
1951 was too high. The actual 1953 
count was 748 under the state’s 
1951 allowance, despite subsequent 
home building. With these adjust- 
menis, the census produced a re- 
sult right on the nose with our es- 
timates, which are based upon an 
increase of three persons for each 
new dwelling unit constructed in 
the city.

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Widows Have 
Different Benefits 


An important difference in the 
regulations governing federal pen- 
Sions for widows of ex-servicemen 
of World War 1, World War II and 
the Korean emergency was point- 
ed out recently by Floyd D. Gran- 
ger, veterans service officer of 
San Mateo county. 

Widows of veterans of these 
three conflicts are awarded pen- 
sions under the same basic legis- 
lation when the veteran’s death 
was not directly due to military 
service, Granger Said. But one 
technicality applying to widows 
of War if and Kerea veterans 
does not affect widows of War I 
veterans, 

The difference, the service offi- 
cer explained, is that the widow 
of a Worid War I veteran may be 
eligible for pension even though 
the veteran had no service - con-! 
nected disability, while the widows 
of World War Ii and Korea veter- 
ans are pension-eligible only if the 
veteran at the time of his death 
was entitled to compensation for a 
service connected -disability. 

In most other respecis, he noted, | 
eligibility requirements are simi- 
lay for widows of the three cldsses 
of veterans. 

But he advised a check on all 
eligibility regulations in each in- 
dividual case. Full information is 
available at the veterans service 
office, 517 Marshal! street in Rea- 
wood City, directly in back of the 
courthouse. 

Under income limitations cs- 
tablished by the US pension 
jaws, a widow may be eligible 
for pension if her annual income 
does not exceed $1400, if she 
lives alone or $2700 if she has 
dependent children. 

Monthly pension payments are 
$48 to a widow alone and $60 to a 
widow with one child, with $7.20 
for each additional child.

Judge Says: 


—MENLO PARK RECORDER— 


Fines May Appear. Higher i in s Sens Traffic 
Cases but All Have Appeal to Courts 


Bail charges for traffic viola- 
tions may appear to have gone up 
since the inception of the new 
municipal courts for San Mateo 
county but, Judge I. E. McAuliffe 
said recently, this doesn’t always 
mean motorists have to pay more 
when they get a ticket. 

Howls about the bails presently 
levied came to light at a recent 
Menlo Park city council meeting, 
with Councilman George Ford ex- 
plaining that several constituents 
have called since the first of the 
year complaining that traffic vio- 
lations seem to cost more than 
they .did when the city’s. traffic 
court sessions were held at the 
civic center. 

Told of this by the Recorder, 
Judge McAuliffe said that this 
isn’t always so, for the folowing 
reasons: 

- First, there is one schedule 
which applies only in cases where 
an arresting officer has the option 
of bringing the offender to jail. 
These include cases where the mo- 
torist is from out of state, refuses 
to sign a citation or requests im- 
mediate settlement of his traffic 
fine. 


There is a second schedule, 
which in some cases brings a 
smaller ‘eharge to the motorist 
charged with a misdemeanor. 
USUAL PROCEDURE 

This is the one on which a resi- 
dent applies when he decides to 
waive his right to a trial and make 
payment at one of the three win- 
dows of the municipal court; court 
traffic clerk’s office, at the Red- 
wood City courthouse. 

But, Judge ‘McAuliffe observed 
a motorist may get off with a low- 
er fine if he prefers to attend 
Menlo Park and 
Atherton traffic cases are handled 
on Tuesday afternoons. 

“There is always room for ex* 
tenuating circumstances,and the 
job of a judge is to use his im: 
agination in dealing with all 
cases which come before him, to 
the satisfaction of his own cons- 
cience that justice has been 
done,” McAuliffe said. 

As an example, the judge gave 
the case of the motorist found 
driving without a license: 

If the driver demands immedi- 
ate settlement, or refuses to sign 
his citation, he gets fined $10, ac- 
cording. to the judges’ schedule. 
But if he shows up in traffic court 
the charge may be as little as 
$2.50. — , 

DIFFERENT CIRCUMSTANCES 

“Sometimes,” McAuliffe ex- 
plains,” the license expired only a 
few days before and this fact was 
accidentally overlooked by the 
driver. 

“Other times, the motorist has 
been driving with an expired li- 
cense in his possession for a num- 
ber of years, and knows it. 

“Obviously, the same _ fine 
shouldn’t be levied in the two cas- 
es,” 

In some cases, fines may be the 
same for all, in the interest of 
justice, if paid to the court clerks. 

- These include those levied on 
the “speeding” schedule, on the 
basis of which $5 is levied for 
the first 10 miles per hour over 
the speed ‘imit $1 per mile per 
hour for the next 10 miles over 
that, and 50 for 21 miles per 
hour or more over the legal 
speed limit. 

“But here again,’ Judge McAu- 
liffe explains, “there may be ex- 
tenuating circumstances which 
should be called to the attention of 
the court, and which may result 
in a lower fine. 

“For instance, if a man is dri- 


the hospital, attempting to save 
its life, he won’t be fined if the 
eourt agrees that his purpose 
overruled the importance of the 
speed limit.” 

(The term “bail” is used in de- 
scribing what a motorist pays 
when he calls at a traffic clerk’s 
office rather than at traffic court, 
because, in effect, the motorist is 
arrested when he “agrees to ap- 
pear” when signing his citation. 
The bail paid the clerk is forfeited 
automatically when the traffic law 
violator fails to appear in court at 
the appointed time. 
(Fines, meanwhile, may be lev- 


ied only by the judge after the ve- 
hicle law violator: has been found 
guilty of an offence.—ed.) 

HOW OFFICE WORKS 


Meanwhile, Judge McAuliffe 


gave a look into the workings of | 


his office. 


In the traffic clerk’s. office, fac- 
ing a hallway on the second floor 
of the old county courthouse build- 
ing in Redwood City are seven 
persons — a eclerk and six assist- 
ants. Their job is the cataloging of 
all actions of the municipal court 
——both civil and criminal. 

Three windows connect the 
offices. with the hallway, the lat- 
ter being the only space availa- 
ble for. patrons of the southern 
district municipal court clerk’s 
office. 

Two of the windows are for the 
Settlement of traffic cases: the 
third is for handling papers and 
other addenda of civil court cases. 
These latter, incidentally, are cur- 
rently being handled in the court’s 
civil section, presided over by 
Judge E. J. Ryan of Menlo Park. 

Records of all criminal cases 
handled by McAuliffe’s several 
courts, since 1927. are still on file 
in the courthouse. Some of the old- 
er ones have been moved to the 
basement. 

“The janitor has been after me 
to let him get rid of some of the 
older files, though right now, they 
are still complete.”

"Ski Bike,” Invented. by-Menlo-Park Man, 


“Points fo Easy Way to Enjoy Snow. Sports 


‘Three years ago.'a ‘Menlo Park 
family took a weekend trip to the 
Sierra snow country. This year 
that jaunt is resulting in some- 
thing new in the way of winter 
sports. 

“TI saw all the fun everyone else 
was having on skiis,” says Albert 
J. Giannotti, “and wished I had 
time to learn.” 

But not having the time, Al sat 
down to figure out how he could 
enjoy the thrill without the spill. 
After discussing it and mulling it 
over for almost a year, Al and his 
partner in an amusement machine 
company, Everett Fallis, produced 
the pilot model of what they now 
call the “Ski-Bike.” 

For the next: winter, the two 
built 10 of the gadgets—they look 
like a bicycle with short skiis in- 
stead of wheels—and gave them 
to Sierra snow resorts just to see 
what the public would think of 
them. 

EXPERIMENT 

Meanwhile, Al was trying the 
new sport himself—and learning 
the hard way. 

The first model offered little re- 
sistance to skidding when it struck 
a patch of ice. Al skidded, and af- 
ter that sharp edged runners were 
added to-offer more sideways bite. 

The “brake” on the first mod- 
el was Al’s foot dragging in the 
snow. After another spill on an- 
other icy patch, Al and his part- 
ner decided to add a brake. 

A retractable blade in the cen- 
ter of the rear ski solved the pro- 
blem. Activated by cable from a 
handlebar grip, the blade could 
be pushed into the snow or ice 
with good braking results. Al fur- 
ther points out that the rear of the 
ski smooths out the brake’s gouge | 
in the snow as it passes over, leav-'! 


ing the track clear and smdoth for 
others. 

TOW HITCH, TOO f 

' The last refinement to be added 
to the apparatus was inspired by 
the sight of skiiers being towed 
behind a “weasel” at one of the 
popular winter resorts: 

In order to offer this additional 
thrill, a hitch was added at the 
front. It, too, is activated by a 
handlebar grip so that the rider, if 
he wishes to cut loose from his 
tow, need only squeeze the handle 
to release the hitch. 

With these experimental spills 
and hurdles out of the w ay, Al 
found that his Ski Bike did indeed 
accomplish what he had at first 
envisioned. 

He found himself enjoying the 
Sensation of a 40 or 45-mile-an: 
hour rush down snowy Sierra 
slopes without having to learn 
how to ski. 

And he reports that others seem 
to be enjoying the sport. The re- 


-sorts to which he and Everett gave 


experimental models now report 
old customers are asking for the 
Ski Bike. 

A recent short squib on jelevic 
sion and the prospect of a full half- 
hour’s program next fall have con- 
vineed Al and Everett that others 


want skiing thrills without learn- 


ing spills. The two will be market- 
ing their Ski Bike on a national 
basis for the coming Winter season.
